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The Negligence of the Watch as it now 
ſtands, wants a thorough Reformation ; for 
the Care of the Peace of the City, is en- 
truſted to the Conſtables of the Night in 
their ſeveral Wards, who, it has often been 
obſerved, get in Liquor on their Duty, and 
this makes them unable to act with that Up- 
rightneſs they ought to do; this is an Inlet 
tor the Warders on Duty to follow their Of 
ficers Example; and the Watchmen, if Mo- 
ney or Credit is to be had, will not fail of 
having his Share as well as the others. 

Beſides this, there is another Inconvenience,

pany of Converſation ; wherefore ſeveral 
Gentlemen of the ſaid Company, in the Name 
of the reſt, 1 Conſent of the

at Merchant-Taylers Hall, before the then 
Lord-Mayor, Court of Aldermen, and many 
other eminent Citizens, ſo much to their 
Pleaſure and Satisfaction, that in teſtimony 
thereof they made a Preſent to the ſaĩd Com- 
pany for a military Field of Exerciſe, the 
Ground they now enjoy, called the Artillery 
Garden.

or hears the dead Sound of his hollow feeble 
Voices and ſhould a Watchman be going his 
Rounds, as they call them, and hear Murder, 
or Thieves called out on the oppoſite Side of 


the Way, if it happens to be out of his Bear, 


he will not go to enquire into the Cauſe of 
it; thus a Man may be murder d or robb'd, 
within the bearing of ſeveral Watchmen, and 
not one, till after they know the Thief has 
left you, will come to your Aﬀiſtance. 
But on the contrary, were three Compa- 
nics of the trained Band to be gut on Duty 
every Night, it would cauſe an Emulation,

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For the Truth of what I have here ſet 
down, let any Man caſt his Eyes back on the 
Time of the late Rebellion, and take a View 
of the Seſſions Papers, and he will eaſily ob- 
ſerve, that there was not one Malefactor exe- 
cuted for any Robbery committed in the Streets 
of this City, from the Time of the Trained 
Bands going on Duty, to the Time of the 
Publication of the Order for leaving that 
Duty off, which continued about Five Months; 
whether the Rogues entered into the Army ; 
went on Board his Majeſty's Ships; inliſted 
themſelves in the Trained Bands; or lay by for 
fear of being taken, I can't determine ; bur 
this I know on the whole, that the City of 
London at that Time, exerted themſelves fo 
much for their Love and Duty to his Majeſty ; 
and the Saftey and Peace of the City, that no

Diſorder of any kind happened among us, 
during the whole Time. 

There is one thing more to be ſpoke of, to 
ſhew of what great Uſe it would be to the 
Nation in general, to have the Militia or 
Trained Bands of London, do Duty as a 
Nightly-Watch ; which is, their Learning the 
Military Diſcipline which is of the utmoſt 
Conſequence to the Strength and Security of 
this Kingdom, againſt Publick or private Ene- 
mies. For every Man, of ever fo mean a 
Capacity will allow, that the training Men 
for Military Uſe once a Year, and ſome- 
times not ſo often, can never be ſufficicnt to 
initiate 
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initiate them into the Uſe of the Firelock 
and Bayonet, fit to enable them to withſtand 
an Enemy, eſpecially ſuch who dare invade 
our Country, or any other Way diſturb the 
Publick Peace; but if they went our in the 
Manner now propos'd, a whole Man muſt of 
Courſe be muſter'd Eighteen Times, and a 
half Man Nine Times in a Year, and this in 
a few Years, would make them a Body of the 
beſt exerciſed or trained Militia in 3 
and in order to do this, I know no better Me- 
thod, than what is now laid down, for at the 
fame Time a Houſe-keeper is doing his Duty, 
he will be ſaving of his Trophy 
making himſelf an able and experienced Sol- 
dier, and a very uſeful Member to the Go- 
vernment upon every lawful Occaſion. 
It is now, and always has been. natural to 
make Additions and Im ents to new 
Inventions; fo I expect to have this Pamphlet 
taken entirely to Pieces by thoſe who write 
after me on the ſame Subject; but to that I 
muſt ſubmir, and ſhall be highly pleaſed with 
it, if the Gentlemen who take that Task upon 
themſelves, makes it more uſeful for the Com- 
munity than I have endeavouredto do. And 
as I have gone thro' the whole I at firſt pro- 
poſed, I ſhall add bur little more, than to 
acquaint the Reader, that a well-govern'd and

In the Morning when it is light, the Re- 
vellet muſt be bear, and all the Out-centinels 
taken off, unleſs upon very extraordinary 
Occaſions it ſhould be thought proper to 
continue them: But the Home-centinels muſt 
be continued to keep the Men on Guard, 
and to fecure ſuch who have deſerted, or 
left the Guard without Leave, which is oftcn 
the Caſe. | 

After the Nevellee has been bear, the 
Drum muſt be ordered to beat to Arms, and 
the Lift of the Names of the Company 
called over; that ſo it may be known whe- 
ther any, who monnted the Guard, have 
deſerted : If it happens that any have de- 
ſerred, they are to be returned to the Ho- 
nourable the Commiſſioners of his Majeſty's 
Licutenancy, and treated as ſuch. 

If the General Orders are to continue on 
Guard till relieved, the Officers on Guard 
muſt have their Men ready under Arms when 
Relief comes; who are to be received in the 
following manner :

If the Captain of any Guard receives In- 
formation of any traiterous or di ſaffected 
Perſons being aſſembled together, he muſt 
endeavonr to and ſecure them, 
whether in a Houſe, or a Street: And if 
the Number is great, and he cannot other- 
wiſe ſecure them, he may commit them to 
any common Priſon for Security, till 
Time as he can carry them before a Ma 


giſtrate. 
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
